Recommendation That Regal & 
Wisconsin No. 38 Be Barred 
From Malting Grades. 


At the recent meetings of the 
Grain Research Committee held in 
Winnipeg a recommendation went 
forward to the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners that the smooth-awn 
barleys at present licensed for sale 
be classed as feed-barleys and kept 
out of the malting grades 1CW 
2CW and of 3-Extra 6-row, 

Malting tests made at the Malting 
Laboratory, Manitoba Agricultural 
College, which is operated jointly by 
the University of Manitoba and the 
Federal Department of Agriculture, 
show that the Wisconsin No. 38 is 
much lower in malt-extract than 
O.A.C. No. 21, which is taken as the 
standard in the 3-Extra Grade. 
Regal malt is slightly lower in malt-} 
extract than O.A.C. No, 21. The 
diastase content is very important 
in the manufacture of medicinal 
malt-extract. Diastase is responsible 
for changing the starches of the 
malt into barley-sugars. 

Local maltsters have reported that 
smooth-awn barleys are not suited to 
their wants because of the fact that 
the hull peels off very easily during 
threshing and later on during the 
manufacturing process. 

Farmers who wish to grow malt- 
ing barleys during the coming sum- 
mer would be well-advised to avoid 
using smooth-awn barleys. O.A.C. 
No, 21 is considered as the most 
satisfactory malting barley for both 
e tic and export trade.
